RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT: 

The Examiner stated that the following groups of claims are subject to restriction: 

I. Claims 1, 3-13, 16-17 and 19, drawn to pharmaceutical compositions comprising 
antisense, methods of treatment using antisense and kits comprising antisense or primers which 
hybridize to Nr-CAM, classifiable in classes 514 and 536; 

II. Claims 1-10, 12-23, 16 and 18-19, drawn to pharmaceutical compositions comprising 

antibodies or analogs or analogs/derivatives which bind Nr-CAM, methods of treatment using

antibodies and kits comprising antibodies to Nr-CAM, classifiable in classes 514 and 530; 

III. Claims 3-10, 12-13 and 19, drawn to methods of treatment with nucleic acids 
comprising a portion of the Nr-CAM gene into which a heterologous sequence has been inserted for 
the purposes of recombination in to the Nr-CAM gene, thus inhibiting the Nr-CAM gene, 
classifiable in class 514;
